In rendering an unprecedented decision last Tuesday regulating the legal 
rights of adopted children, the supreme court has revealed the romance 
of a mother and daughter, who, after years of searching for each other, 
finally discovered that each had been living on the same street and within 
a block or so of the other. 

The mother had not of her knowledge seen the daughter since birth. 
The daughter had never known her mother. Twenty years of her life had 
been spent under the belief that she was the child of a foster parent. The 
secret had never been told until at the death-bed of her mother by adoption. 

Equipped with a time-worn letter and ancient tin type photograph of 
her real parent, the girl had hunted far and wide. Armed with nothing 
but infinite trust in providence, the mother had scoured the west, in which 
section her daughter’s foster parents had led her to believe the child was 
living. 

The daughter is Mrs. Oliver A. Wilson, a wife and mother of 32 years. 
She formerly lived at 172 Rawson street. The mother is Mrs. James Gaffney, 
a wealthy widow. She lives on Rawson street, near Cooper, only a short 
distance from No. 172. Mrs. Wilson, at present, is in Gainesville. She will 
return shortly to this city to make her home with Mrs. Gaffney. 

The reunion of mother and daughter will, it is believed, result in the 
possession by the daughter of her foster parents’ estate, valued at $10,000 
or more.’ The fight is now being waged in Hall superior court, and will 
be carried to trial next July. The supreme court already has decided in 
favor of the girl, and in doing so, also has irrevocably established the rights

The language of thé senate bil} re- 
stricting ownership of land to saees 
of the United States “oraliens who have 
de clared their intention of becomige 
citizens’’ is approved by the presidédnt, 
and he has discovered that this is the 
phraseology of the statutes already in 
force in New York, Delaware, Minne- 
sota, Kentucky, Washington, Missourt 
and the District of Columbia. Inci- 
dentally, all these laws make it im- 
possible for Japanese to own land un- 
til they are able to declare their in- 
tention of becoming citizens, a priv- 
ileg~e which the lower courts thus far 
have not given them on the ground 
that they were not “of white or Afri- 
can descent.” 

By enacting a law similar to those 
in force in several’ states, California 
would not embarrass the federal gov- 
ernment because no protest hitherto 
has been made against the statutes 
and the whole problem becomes one of 
naturalization. It is not unlikely, 
however, that the Japanese govern- 
ment will not attempt to. have the 
question of naturalization pressed te 
higher courts.

Says Maddox. 

Aldermen Ragsdale and Spratling 
would not make a statement regard- 
ing the charges. Both have employed 
lawyers to defend them. 

“McClelland is an open-faced, flat- 
footed liar,” Alderman Maddox flung 
back Saturday night. “He knows that 
I have not been connected with any 
contract in which the city was a 
party since February 1, 1911. I defy 
McClelland or any one else to put 
his finger on a single instance in 
which I have been interested in a city 
contract.” 

That counter charges will be 
brought against him in council is ex- 
pected by Alderman McClelland. He 
Bays that he knows that friends of 
Aldermen Spratling, Maddox and 
Ragsdale held a conference one day 


last week, and that the charges were 


prepared. 
He says he expects to be charged 


“with having received a fee of $100 


from Eva Clarke, a notorious woman, 
to protect her from the police. 

“T can prove that I was pald to pro- 
tect her only in civil matters,’ Alder- 
man McClelland explained. 

The other charge he expects is that 
a fee of $300 was paid to his brother, 
L. F. McClelland, to secure a permit 
for the Southern club to operate a 
locker. He says he has affidavits from 
the officers of the club to disprove 
the charge. 


Will Stick 
to End. 

“I'll show that I have spent $5,000 
since I have been in council,” he de 
clares, “and will produce certificates 
from reputable physicians to show 
that my health has been broken down.

Legislation May Be Defeated. 

The defeat of proposed alien land 
legislation in California may. result 
from the diplomatic communication 
received today by Governor Johnson 
from the state department at cou 
ington. Secretary Bryan’s expres n 
of preference for a particular bill cut 
straight across the ranks of the anti- 
alien forces, leaving two opposing 
factions that are not only about equal 
in gtrength, but also nonpartisan. 
Whether either will be able to muster 
21 votes in the senate, where the fight 
now is centered, is admitted by both 
sides to be doubtful. 

On the one hand are the proponents 
of the Thompson-Birdsall bill, which 
proposes to limit ownership in land te 
citizens and those who have declared 
their intention to become citizens. It 
treats all aliens and corporations, 
alike, declaring in the case of the lat- 
ter that a majority of the stock must 
be held by citizens or those who have 
declared their intentions according to 
law. Secretary Bryan quotes Presi- 
dent Wilson as saying that this plan 
is greatly to be preferred. 

Opposed to this measure are those 
who would. discriminate in favorof Eu- 
ropeans and European capital, or who 
advocate making the law apply direct- 
ly to the Japanese. 

The bill passed last Wednesday by 
the assembly makes this discrimina- 
tion through the words “ineligible. to 
citizenship.” Secretary Bryan's mes- 
sage stated that President Wilgon 
earnestly a@vised against this use 
of words. 

Still another group, though small, 
is made up of those who are opposed 
to any anti-alien legislation, and will 
vote against such a law in any form. 
There are at least six of these in the 
senate, including some of the admin- 


'for engineers. 


istration leaders, and their predictions 
are that they will hold the balance! 
of power and be able to defeat the 
bill. 

Bills Being Re-Drafted. 

A general re-drafting of the bills 
is in progress and new amendments 
to the measure probably will be of- 
fered on Monday to take the place of 
those now pending. It is Hkely that 
the Thompson-Birdsall bill will be of- 
fered substantially in the original 
form, as aprpoved by President Wil- 
son, but with amendments protecting 
securities and that the opponents will 
seek to amend it on the floor. 

A grave question has arisen in con- 
nection with the plan into the Thomp- 
son-Birdsall bill to class foreign cor- 
porations, or corporations controlled 
by foreigners, as aliens within the 
meaning of the act. It is asserted by 
lawyers representing not only European 
interests but domestic banks and syn- 
dicates that the bill would throw a 
cloud over the title to every piece of 
land owned by a corporation whose 
books were not kept in the state. Of- 
ficial records of such a company might 
show a majority of the stockholders 
were aliens, in which case the land 
,owned by the concern would be sub- 
ect to escheat to the state and the mi- 
nority stockholders would be deprived 
of their interests even without their 


knowledge. 

The plan most in favor now is to 
amend the Thompson-Birdsall bill in 
such a way as to treat all aliens alike 


but exempt from the provisons of the 
act land valued chiefly for mining, 
gumber and _= shipping, although the 
constitutionality of this proposal is 
questioned.

Carolina by the carriers, the legisla- 
tive commission tonight continued the 
conference until April 29.

Reynolds Sent Message. 

Reynolds admitted that he sent the 
mysterious message to Mayor W ood- 
ward from Baltimore and produced a 
telegram signed “Dagh”’ to substanti- 
ate his assertion. He claims that 
“Dash” is a former employee of the 
Kureka Fire Hose company, and that 
he revealed something in connection 
| With the sale of fire hose in Atlanta.

' Reynolds refused to state who em- 
Ployed him to make an investigation 
lof the fire hose situation in Atlanta.

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Anti-Suffragettes Give Their 
Views to Senate Committee. 
Antj-Suffragettes Say Home 
Is the Place for Women. 


Washington, April 19.—A throng of 
anti-suffragists appeared today in the 
capitol prepared to protest to the sen- 
ate woman suffrage committee against 
any constitutional amendment giving 
the right of franchise to their sex. 
They expressed regret~that only two 
hours had been allotted them in which 
to present their arguments, but they 
Settled down to make the best of their 
time. 

Among the principal speakers to pre- 
Sent the view of the opposition to 
woman suffrage were Mrs. Arthur M. 
Dodge, president of the National As- 
sociation Opposed to Woman Suffrage: 
Mrs. A. J. George, secretary of the 
Massachusetts branch of the organi- 
gation, and Mrs. Lucy J. Brice, one of 
its foremost lecturers and workers. 

The women also brought with them 
letters of protest from many anti-suf- 
fragists throughout the country. 
Among them were arguments written 
by Kate Douglas Wiggin and Molly 
Elliott Seawell, authors.

When the directors of the Griffin 
experiment station meet next Tuesday 
morning at 10 o’clock there will be 
some very interesting developments 
unless the political prophets at the 
capitol have made a mistake in their 
forecasting. 

The election of Professor H. J. H. 
DeLoach ag the new director, it is be- 
ing freely stated, will mean a complete 
reorganization of the experiment sta- 
tion staff, and that may mean the dis- 
pensing with the services of Dr. H. CG. 
White, vice director, and State Ento- 
mologist Lee Worsham. 

Soule’s Eligibility Questioned. 

The situation may be further en- 
livened by the question that has been 
raised as to the eligibility of Dr. A. M. 
Soule as an experiment director. Gov- 
ernor Brown has been making some 
investigations, and the fact has been 
brought to light that Dr. Soule has 
held the office without his appoint- 
ment being made annually, as required 
by law. The governor may decide 
that the position is vacant and was 
vacant when Dr. Soule cast the decid- 
ing vote that elected Professor De- 
Loach; and the governor, it is said, 
might decide not to reappoint 
Soule. 

While those directors who wish to 
see changes made in the experiment 
Station staff claim that they are act- 
uated solely for the good of the de- 
partment, there are those on the out- 
side, it Is stated, who charge that there 
is “politics in it.”’

District Attorney Reports He 
Has Not Beenas Successful 
as He Had Hoped. 


Augusta, Ga., April 19.—After an in- 
vestigation extending over the larger 
part of two weeks and examination of 
a large number of witnesses from 
several states, the grand jury in the 
United States court today reported “no 
bin” as a result of its investigation 
into the case presented to them by 
District Attorney Alexander Akerman, 
charging that there is a cotton seed oil 
trust, 

District Attorney Akerman reported 
to the court that he had not been as 
successful as he had hoped in secur- 
ing evidence shoOwing that there was 
a cotton seed oil trust. 

The grand jury investigated the 
American Cotton O!l company, Proctor 
& Gamble and other large concerns, 
and it was stated at the outset by 
the district attorney that he expected 
to show that there was a trust. 

Seven True Bills Found. 

Seven true bills were returned by 
the grand jury and indictments pre- 
pared by United States Attorney Aker- 
man. Nothing could be definitely 
learned as to the charges brought in 
the indictments, but it is rumored that 
the cases, with one exception, are al] 
of minor importance. 

There have been intimations that the 
one exceptional case was of unusual 
importance and would create some sur- 
prise when the facts became generally 
known, but as the, defendants have 
not been placed under bond, the facts 
have not been made public. Rumors 
have been circulataed that an unusually 
important which involved prom- 
inent people of Macon was being con- 
sidered by the grand jury and it {!s 
thought quite possible that this im- 
portant indictment had to deal with 
that case. 

Estimates of the total cost of con- 
ducting the investigation of the alleged 
trust running as high as $50,000 are 
made by the attaches of the court. 
The outlay during the eighteen months 
when the government employed a small 
army of service men to secure 
evidence amounted to many thousands 
of dollars, the statement made by 
Mr. Akerman. ‘The cost of bringing the 
witnesses here from all over the 
south averaged about $75 for each man, 
which totals $10,500 tn round numbers. 

[In a short speech to the court fol- 
lowing the return of the grand jury, 
United States Attorney AKerman stated 
he was disappointed at the out- 
of the investigation, but the re- 
quired evidence had not. been  forth- 
coming and the investigating jury had 
no other course remaining. A vast 
amount of evidence, oral and docu- 
mentary, had been considered by the 
grand jury, but the charge of the gov- 
ernment could not be substantiated. 
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COMMISSION INSPECTS 
NORTH GEORGIA WORK 


Chairman Murphy Candler Talks 
of Remarkable Development 
at Tallulah Falls. 


The state railroad commissioners re- 
turned yesterday morning from three 
inspection tours. They went to Tal- 
lulah Falls to inspect the work being 
done by the Georgia Railway and 
Power company to harness the water 
power to send electric current into 
Atlanta; they visited the rival towns 
of Mathis and Wiley, on the Tallulah 
railroad, and they made an inspection 
of the depot facilities at Cornelia, 
where there Is a “row on” between the 
railroad and town officials. 

Chairman C. Murphy Candler stated 
that the commissioners had found that 
the Georgia Railway and Power cor.- 
pany was spending a “lot of money” 
at Tallulah Falls and the company was 
making one of the “greatest develop- 
ments that Georgia has seen in many 
years.” 

He said that the bridge built for 
the Tallulah railroad over the river 
is one of the finest pieces of bridge 
work ever constructed in the south. 

Natural Scenery Not Hurt. 

Chairman Candler would not dis- 
cuss the alleged damage to the scenery 
of the falls, only to say that the nat- 
ural scenery has not been disturbed, 
and that the turning of the water into 
the aqueduct might lessen the flow of 
water through the gorge where the 
falls are located. 

The commission felt called upon to 
visit Mathis and Wylie because those 
two towns, which are only a mile and 
a half apart, are both clamoring for 
a station and a station agent, and one 
of them will probably have to be de- 
nied. The commission will report on 
this matter some time this week. 

At Cornelia the commissioners found 
that since the old depot of the South- 
ern hag burned there had arisen a dis- 
pute bétween the railroad officials and 
the town officials over the location of 
a new depot. This matter will be set- 
tled in a few days.

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TARIFF REVISION 


Democratic Caucus Completes 
Consideration of Measure 
and Approves It Practically 
Unchanged. 


April 19.—The demo- 
cratic revision bill with its sweeping 
reductions, a lengthy free list aug- 
mented today by the ways and means 
committee and its income tax, now is 
ready for debate in the house. 

Approved late today by the demo- 
cratic caucus as amended in two 
weeks: discussion and by the commit- 
tee in minor features, the bill will be 
reintroduced Monday by Leader Un- 
derwood. It will be reported favor- 
ably by the majority of the ways and 
means Wednesday and called up for 
debate Wednesday. Mr. Underwood 
predicted that the bill would be passed 
in the house by May 16. 

Two months the administration 
leaders think a generous time (to al- 
lot the senate for its consideration 
and passage, and unless it is decided 
to bring in a currency bill thereafter, 
congress should be ready to adjourn 
about July 16. 

The bill as approved by the presi- 
dent came through the caucus Un- 
scathed. Democratic opponents to 
free sugar in three years and to free 
kaw wool made the most vigorous 
fight, .but they were hopelessly out- 
voted with little chance to develop 
enough opposition with republican al- 
liance to do anything with their 
amendmetns on the floor of the house. 

Some Freed From Caucus Pledge. 

The caucus ratified the bill with its 

minor amendments by 4n overwhelm- 
ing vote. Some members took advan- 
tage of the rule granting them freedom 
from the caucus pledge to gupport the 
bill in its entirety. Members who 
were released from the caucus pledge 
were Broungard, DuPree, Lamar and 
Morgan, of Louisiana, on account of 
sugar; Ashbrook, White and Francis, 
of Ohio, because of wool; Bremner and 
Kinkaid, of New Jersey, on account of 
cattle: Donovan and Kennedy, of Con- 
necticut, because of hats; Burke, of 
Wisconsin, farm products, and Fowler, 
of Illinois, linseed oil. 
The principal changes made in the 
bill were: Shoe machinery, buck- 
wheat, rye, rabbit fur and phosphoric 
acid transferred from dutiable to the 
free list; onyx reduced from 65 cents 
50 cents a cubic foot, to put it on 
the same basis as marble, diamonds, 
uncut, are unchanged, but cut 
diamonds, increased from 15 to 20 per 
cent; castor oll, reduced from 15 to 12 
per cent; cod, seal and herring oll, re- 
duced from 6 to 3 per cent, sperm oil, 
‘inereased from 6 to 8 per cent, vanil- 
la beans, reduced from 50 to 30 cents 
a pound; salts and other compounds 
and mixtures of which bismuth, gold, 
platinum, rhodium, silver, tin and 
uranium constitute the chief value, 
cut from 15 to 10 per cent. 

Representative Hardwick insisted it 
would be a mockery not to draw the 
lines closely on the offering of amend- 
ments. He introduced a resolution 
which was referred for subsequent ac- 
tion. providing that the tariff bill shall 
be passed under a special rule, restrict- 
ing general debate to eight legisla- 
tive days and that the minority in the 
house shall be limited on the offering 
of amendments to not more than tw» 
amendments as substitutes to each 
schedule and section of the bill, and 
to not more than two amendments tv 
the bill as a whole, and that “no other 
amendments shall be in order.” 


Sugar Free May 1, 1916. 


The caucus adopted an amendment 
fixing May 1, 1916, as the date when 
raw sugar should go on the free list. 
The time when the income tax shail 
become effective was left subject to 
future disposition by the house. 

The big argument in the caucus to- 
day was over the provision that would 
allow a 5 per cent discount on mer- 
chandise imported “in vessels built 
in the United States and which shall 
be wholly the property of United States 
citizens.” Representative Harrison, of 
Mississippi, led a fight against this 
proposition on the ground that it vio- 
lated treaty rights and subsidized 
American shipping. 

Mr. Harrison's motion to strike out 
the provision, after three hours’ dis- 
cussion, was rejected, 128 to 60, and his 
next move, to amend so as to make 
it non-applicable to existing treaties, 
likewise was lost. Then Representa- 
tive Fitzhenry, of Lllinois, offered, and 
the house adopted, an aimendment to 
this provision so as to strike out the 
words and substitute “in all vessels 
entitled to be registered under the 
American laws.” This was acceptabie 
to the committee. 

It was on the vote on this question 
that the first break in the ways and 
means committee's solid tariff align- 
inent occurred, Representative Kitchin, 
of North Carolina, voting with the 
Harrison proposition, and Representa- 
tive Rainey, cf Lllinois, another com- 
mittee democrat, voting “present.” The 
rest of the committee, including Mr. 
Underwood, voted to sustain the Dill, 
declaring it to be a democratic propo- 
sition that would aid th’e merchant ma- 
rine and would not affect any treaty 
relations.

Representative Harrison character- 
ized 6it: as subsidy, a violation of 
treaties, particularly with Great Brit- 
ain, and diversion from the real tariff 
issue. Representatives Simms of Ten- 
nessee, McCoy of New Jersey, Sisson of 
Mississippi, Cullop of Indiana, and 
Hardy of Texas, also opposed the coin- 
mittee provision. 
No change was made in the provision 
that would allow a discriminating duty 
of 10 per cent ad valorem, in addition 
to duties to be levied on goods im- 
ported in vessels not of the United 
States or from a foreign non-contigu- 
ous country. 

Oral hearinge on the tariff will not 
be granted by the senate finance com- 
mittee, according to the opinion of 
democrats of the committee expressed 
at a meeting today. Business men in- 
terested will be allowed to file briefs. 
The committee majority took no ac- 
tion upon the question of oral hearings 
today, and it is doubtful if any such 
action will be taken unless republican 
senators persistently continue their at- 
tempts to have such hearings.

Jury Finds That Roy Pfan- 
_ schmidt Killed Father Mother, 
| Sister and Another Woman. 


Quincy, Tl, April 19.—Roy Pfan- 
schmidt, charged with the murder of 
his father, mother, sister and another 
woman, tonight was found guilty of 
slaying his sister. The jury fixed the 
sentence of death.

DYNAMITE IS USE 
ON HUERTA TROOP 


Insurgents Blow Up Train 
and 75 Federal Soldiers Are 
Killed—Cannon of Huerta 
at Juarez Made Useless. 


El Paso, Texas, April 19.—- Seventy - 
five federal soldiers were killed when 
insurgents dynamited a troop train a 
few miles south of Chihuahua City, ac- 
cording to refugees arriving by auto- 
mobile tonight froni the Parral district. 
The refugees reported they had encoun- 
tered the wrecked train and estimated 
the number of bodies which apparently 
for several days had remained along 
the tracks of the Mexican Central rail- 
way. Strong groups of constitution- 
alists were met at intervals along the 
route, 
Huerta Cannon Made Useless. 

The Juarez federa] Barrison today 
found itself in a predicament. Some 
daring person made away with the 
breech blocks of all cannon and ma- 
chine guns, rendering the pieces use- 
less. 

During the recent of Naco, 
Sonora, a large quantity of ammuni- 
tion from the Juarez garrison, it is 
learned here, was sent through the 
United States to the relief of General 
Ojeda’s federa] troops there, as a re- 
sult of which Colonel Juan N. Vas- 
quez, commanding at Juarez, finds 
himself with plenty of men, but prac- 
tically without artillery and little 
ammunition. 

Prompt action for the theft of the 
artillery apparatus resulted in the ar- 
rest of Jose Pierce, who was a Madero 
official in the border town. But the 
precious pieces of steel, which only 
may be duplicated after much expense 
and time, have not been found. The 
loss of ammunition is no less easily 
recovered. Mexican consular officials 
declare that it was shipped to Naco 
by permission of the United States 
customg and military officials here. 
But the car was not permitted to cross 
to the Mexican side at Naco, Ariz., and 
remeéins held there by order of Ameri- 
can federal officials, Juares, it is pre- 
dicted, soon may need the ammuni- 
tion as well as the breech blocks.

The El) Paso banking exchange is 
keeping 1 point below the Mexico City 
peso marks. The uneasiness which has 
brought the price of the silver cer- 
tificates lower than in many years is 
blamed on the growing revolution and 
the bankers misgiving of the reserve 
fund at the Mexican nationa] capita. 
Mexico’s failure to float a national 
loan and the lacking recognition by 
the United States of the Huerta ad- 
ministration also play important parts 
in the money slump, say heads of 
many money houses.

city of New York.”

It is worthy of note that the will 
Was executed as lately as Janaury 4, 
last, anda codicil was attached on 
January 6, only the day before Mr. 
Morgan took leave of America on the 
trip abroad, fro mwhich he never re- 
turned. The document begins with 
the religious utterance which already 
has been quoted. Article II. provides 
that his body shall be “buried in the 
family burial place prepared by my 
father in Cedar Hill cemetery at Hart- 
ford, Conn,” and that the same simple 
funeral arrangements adopted in the 
case of his father shall be carried out 
in his own 

Article 3 directs the payment of his 
debts, funeral expenses, etc., and then 
gives to hig executors the following: 
Full power and authority to recog- 
nize and pay as among such debts and 
promise or obligations made by me, 
verbally or otherwise, which, al- 
though not in such form that the 
holder could compel payment thereof 
by by estate, my executors” think 
proper to be paid in their own judg- 
ment or because from memoranda or 
verbal directions left by me or from 
other sources they are satisfied that 
it would be my wish to have paid.” 

Disposition #f the Estate. 

The disposition of the estate then 
follows, the first provisions being 
those for his own family. To his “be- 
loved wife, Francis Louisa Tracy 
Morgan,” the income for life of a 
trust fund of $1,000,000 with power to 
dispose of the capital by will. Mr. 
Morgan explains that “I give my wife 
this power of disposition in order to 
enable her to make such legacies as 
she may desire to her relatives or 
friends or for charity.” 

Mrs. Morgan is already entitled to 
the income of a trust fund created 
by Junius Spencer Morgan (Mr. Mor- 
gan’s father) by deed dated July l, 
1867. The will provides that she is 
now to receive for life the income of 
an additional trust of such amount 
that her total income from the two 
trusts shall (aside from the income 
of the $1,000,000 fund) amount to 
$100,000 a year. Mrs. Morgan also re- 
ceives during her life “Cragston,” the 
Morgan country place at «xighland 
Falls, N. Y., and also the Morgan 
home at No. 219 Madison avenue, New 
York, together with the furniture, 
paintings, etc., (except family por- 
traits) in both houses. The taxes and 
insurance upon both these pieces of 
property are to be paid during her 
life, not by Mrs. Morgan, but by the 
estate 

Provisions for His Children, 

The next articles of the will are de- 
voted to Mr. Morgan’s children, His 
son, John Pterpont Morgan, Jr., re- 
ceives an outright legacy of $3,000,000, 
HRs two married daughters, respect- 
ively, Louisa, the wife of Herbert L. 
Satterlee. and Juliet, the wife of Wil- 
liam P. Hamilton, receive each the in- 
come for life from a trust fund of §3,- 
000.000. Upon the death of these 
daughters these funds are to go to 
their children, but each daughter is 
riven nower “to dispose of said sum 
of $3,000,000 by will among her issue 
in such shares or proportions and on 
such lawful truste as she may think 
proper.”

FAGTORY DISTRICT 
IS BEING PLANNED 


Great Hollow Along Elliott and 
Parallel Streets May Be 
Utilized for Purpose. 


Just west of the tracks leading into 
the Terminal station from the north 
lies a great hollow along Elliott and 
parallel streets, which has for years 
been used only as negro renting prop- 
erty and thought by many to be use- 
less for other purposes. 

A scheme is being suggested by cer- 
tain real estate men whereby this vast 
section may be converted into a manu- 
facturing district. 

‘The plant of the National Paper com- 
pany, at Simpson street and the rail- 
road, gives the keynote of the plan. 

On account of the fact that Elliott 
street lies from ten to thirty feet be- 
low the level of the railroad tracks, 
the problem of obtaining sidings in the 
hollow has been considered a serious 
one. When the National Paper com- 
pany purchased its present site and 
built its plant with its shipping level 
on the second floor, this problem was 
solved. 

It has been pointed out that the log!i- 
cal shipping point for most manufac- 
turing establishments is from the sec- 
ond floor, on account of the fact that 
it is necessary to place most of the 
heavy machinery on the first floor. A 
trestle or embankment for a siding 
from the main line will place ship- 
ping tracks on the second floor level 
for manufacturing plants in the El- 
llott street hollow and it is expected 
that advantage will be taken of this 
feature in the future.

the rapid depreciation of the currency 


in the last fifteen years, they are now 
returning to their policyholders, on 
death claims or matured policies, rela- 
tively far less than the average 
amount of money which the policy- 
holders have paid in. Roughly speak- 
ing, the policyholder has been paying 
in one-dollar bills; he will get back 66- 
cent pleces. 

“Theoretically, the compounding of 
the interest on premiums ought to pay

payments. In point of fact, with the 
extravagance of the companies and the 
decline in the purchasing power of the 
dollar, there ts a serious loss. This 
is not as it should be. A remedy 
might lie in a radical change in in- 
vestment. A larger part of the insur- 
ance money is loaned directly or tin- 
directly on land. Actual ownership 
of the land ought to be as safe as 
loans, and, if gold inflation is to con- 
tinue, more profitable. It is something 
to think about.”

When confronted with the letter and 
arrested, Nix stoutly denied his guilt, 
and when he reached Wrightsville tel- 
egraphed to Cornelia that they were 
after the wrong man. However, an 
attorney named Kimsey, of Cornelia, 
representing wife No. 1, went to 


Wrightsville to serve divorce proceea- 
ings upon Nix and identified him pos!- 
tively as the husband of the woman at 
Cornelia who had written to Dr. Jor- 
dan. The attorney stated that he had 
known Nix from boyhood, and when 
he confronted him Nix acknowledged 
that he was the man, and that he had 
two wives, remarking that he had 
“played the devil,” and would probably 
get the limit of the law. 

Nix waived commitment trial, and is 
in jail awaiting the action of the 
grand jury of Johnson county. He 1s 
cinpetaatnall, having lost a leg in an 
accident on the railroad, for which he 
re@eived $7,500 a few years ago. Mrs. 
Keen, who became his second wife, is 
well known here, and is connected 
with some of the most prominent fam- 
ilies of the county, and there is much 
sympathy felt for her in the matter.

Valuable Suggestions and 
Makes Interesting Talk to 
Board. 


The establishment of a great central 
reserve for the protection of 


banks and as a safeguard against 


financial panics was advocted by A. P. 
Coles,

“Real Estate From the Banker’s View-

men lend their support to a measure 
for a central reserve as well as to suck 
legislation as might favor it. 

In beginning. Mr. Coles pointed out 
that because real estate is valued not 
by its production, except for the small 
percentage of farm lands, but rather by 
its occupang, it is more or less of a 
monopoly. The real estate business, 
Mr. Coles conceives as a science, and 
he outlined the following four prin- 
ciples as essentials to the successful 
conducting of real estate business: 

1. Be familiar with the financial’ con- 
ditions locally and at large. 

2 famillar with the social condt- 
community in which you

Mr. Coles made the following sug- 
gestions which he believes will great- 
iv benefit the realty agent in the long 
run:

In 
1aking a deal get your cilents point 
view as quickly as possible. 
2. Don’t let what is in effect but an 
option be considered a sale. In other 
words, do not consider any real es- 
tate transaction a bona fide sale une 
less, say, 35 per cent of the consider- 
aiiun has been paid. 

8. Be judicious in your advertising. 
Watch the wording of vour advertise- 
ments and be conservative. 

In speaking of the connection be- 
tween the real estate business with 
the banys, Mr. Cole complimented the 
realty men on being able to do an an- 
nual Business of $20,000,00 in spite of, 
rather than with the aid of the banks, 

National Banking Act. 

Mr. Coles pointed out that the na- 
tional banking act which prohibits na- 
tional banks from making loans on 
real estate, stands today practicall 
in the same form and effect it h 
when it was created 50 years ago, and 
that it is entirely inadequate to meet 
the situation today. The act was 
passed, he said, with the primary ob- 
ject of creating a-.market for United 
States bonds, and that creation of na- 
tlonal banks was only incidental. 

Ann national banks were required 
‘to base their business on United States 
bonds, and were not allowed to make 
loans on real estate. Mr. Coles points 
out that this was immediately after 
the civil war, when farm lands were 
practically worthless as a security and 
when city real estate was very uncer- 
tain, wherefore the measure at that 
time was wise. “But,” says he, “I be- 
lieve that today there !{s no better col- 
lateral in existence than real estate.” 
For this reason, Mr. Coles is of the 
belief that national banks should be 
allowed to make loans on real estate. 

In view of the fact that an aver- 
age of about every ten years the Unite 
ed States is swept by a financial panio 
while England and France and Ger- 
many are practically free from such 
financial dalsorders, Mr. Coles explaine@® 
the situation and offered a central req 
serve as a solution. 

He said that in England and France, 
where the central reserve system is 
used the money rate went as high as 
7 per cent in EnAland in 1907, and that 
in France it has never gone higher 
than 6 per cent. 

“We are the foremost and the richest 
nation on the face of the earth,” gaid 
“Our cost of living is no high- 
in the countries, and we are 
not any more extravagant, yet every 
once and a while we must be subjected 
to these financial . disasters, through 
our inadequate banking laws. 

Trouble Is Diagnosed. 

The trouble, as diagnosed by Mr. 
Coles, is that each bank has to depegi 
upon itself alone for protection an 
when panic is decried it each bank im- 
mediately begins to draw in its reserv- 
making money tighter than ever. “We 
need a great central reserve,” he gajd, 
“where banks can Keep their reserve 
and draw upon it. This is the method 
used in England, France and Germany, 
and when money gets tight these coun- 
tries that have the central reserve 
immediately loosens up end @ panic is 

verted.” 
vs Mr Coles differentiated between the 
banking business and “money-lending.” 
“Banking,” he said, “is esentlally 
credit.” He said that the character- 
istics of the real estate Dusiness are 
not different from any other business 
in go far as credit is concerned. He 
laid down the following rules whereby 
a bank determines whether to extend 
credit or not: 

1. Character. 

2. Capital. 

3. Capacity for ~~siness.

physical appearance of the Stone Age men of 
early Britain. In the little Suffolk town of Bran- 


don the most ancient English industry, that of 
flint knapping, is still carried on by workmen 
who are believed to be direct descendante of 
the Neolithic makers of stone axes and arrow- 
heads. They make gun flints and tinder flints, 
for which there is etill a considerable demand in 
North Africa, the Kongo basin, and some parts 
of Asia. and South America, and the tool used 
by them in quarrying flint from the chalk is a 
single-pointed pick almost identical in ehape with 
the picks made of red deer’s antlers found in 
the prehistoric quarries at Grimes Graves. 

The Brandon knappers are adepts at making 
axes, arrowheads, and other stone implements, 
which are difficult to distinguish from genuine 
prehistoric relics. One of them lately succeeded 
in making a ring of flint, a thing no one is 
known to have done since the Stone Age in 
Egypt. One well-known gun filnt maker under- 
takes to supply facsimile models in flint of all 
kinds of stone implements, inclading Eskimo and 
Fuegian hidescrapers, Greenland hammers, Lake- 
Dwelling daggers, and fishhooks, and early Egyp- 
tian axes.

Judge J. B. Ridley, graduate of the 
University of Georgia law school and 
for the past four years a justice of the 
Peace in Atlanta, has announced that 
he will be a candidate for the posi- 

_tion of chief judge on the proposed 
new municipal court of Atlanta, by 
which it is hoped that the multifola 
evils of the present justice of the 
peace system may be abolished, His 
Many friends who have urged that he 
enter the race predict that he will be 


One of the strongest entrants in the 
field. 


While holding a place as a justice 
under the present system, Judge Rid- 
ley has been one of those several 
justices who have realized the evils 
that easily grow out of the antiquated 
and lax system by which the courts 
are conducted and states that he 
heartily favors the change. 

Criticizes Present System. 

“TI realize, of course, that there are 
evils in the present system and desire 
a change to a better protected muni- 
cipal court, probably more than the 
average man who does not see the 
conditions every day,” said Judge Rid- 
ley in discussing the need for the 
establishment of the new court. 

“While I am not making any 
eharges against any justice in At- 
Janta, I know of the conditions into 
whitch a justice can easily be led 


through the present system, and I be- 
lieve, too, that the new court will be 
far more convenient for the public.” 

A committee from the Atlanta Bar 
association is now drafting a bill to 
be placed before the legislature this 
‘®ummer by which Atlanta will be 
given a municipal court of five judges, 
as allowed by the act of 1912. All of 
the details have not yet been an- 
nounced, but it ig understood that the 
chief judge will receive a salary of 
$3,600 per annum, while the other 
other four will get $3,000 each, and all 
of them will be required to have had 
three years of actual law practice. 

Has Long Been Prominent. 

Judge Ridley, who hag held his 
court free from the multifold com- 
plaints that Imve been registered, is 
a former memver of the legislature, 
having represented Troup county in 
1902-03 and 1904, entering the legisla- 
ture within two years of his gradua- 
tion as president of the Georgia law 
class in 1900. He came to Atlanta in| 
January, 1907, where he seinen law | 
for two years before his election to) 
his present position. 

He has been selected as Memorial | 
day orator at LaGrange this year and 
will return to his former home to de- | 
liver the principal address commemo- 
rating the valor of the south’s svol- 
diers.

The still was of 150 gallons capaci- 
ty, and was running full tilt when the 
officers approached it. 

The owners of the moonshine plant 
saw the officers in time to make a 
get-away, but about 200 gallons of 
beer and mash and more than 100 gal- 
lons of Mquor were left behind. The 
beer and mash were destroyed, and the 
whisky, which was of the “Thumper” 
variety, was poured upon the ground.

Everyone will 
agree that laughter is contagious. It 
will spread to the street loungers. 
They'll finally catch a word or two, 
and they'll drift up. In five minutes 
the crowd will be all there, so dense 
at times that “Doc” Spiegel is fre- 
quently compelled to stop in the mid-

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dle of his yarn and urge them up 
closer. 

Then he will tell the crowd of his 
liniment.

MADE ON STOLEN mm 


Broker Sherman Confesses That 


$2,000,000 Worth of Goods 
Was Stolen in a Year. 


New York, April 
dollars worth of silks and woolens 
were stolen from trucks during the 
past year and sold through a string of 
“forces” in many cities. This state- 
ment, made by Louis J. Sherman, 
formerly known throughout the coun- 
try as a reputable dress goods broker, 
started the police today on a search 
for the other principals In one of the 
most remarkable series 
ever brought to their notice.

Sherman said he had built up a busi- 
ness of $1,000 a day with a dally 
profit of $490. He hado large suite of 
offices and emploved many clerks and 
stenographers. His method, he ex- 
plained, was to send the stolen goods 
out of town and then receive them 
here as if by purchase. He paid the 
truckmen who stole for him 50 cents 
a yard for silks worth from $2 to $5. 
Sherman said his own operations 
stolen goods aggregated $500,000.

ATLANTA NAT’L BANK 
OLD FILES ARE FOUND

recent remodeling of the 
Atlanta National bank quarters, there 
was resurrected from among a tier of 
old files, safely stored in a vault, a 
most interesting record of the bank's 
business exactly forty-elght years ago. 

This record is in the nature of a’ con- 
densed statement of the condition of 
the bank on the first Monday in April, 
1868; and a comparison of the figures 
with those published a few weeks ago, 
affords a most interesting idea of the 
great development of this tnstitution 
and of the whole south. 

Another feature of this document is 
that Paul Romare, who as notary pub- 
lic, witnessed the cashier's oath and 
signature, was, at that time, an em- 
ployee of the bank of which he was 
subsequently elected president. 

At the same time the statement was 
found, a pair of scales for weighing 
gold was brought to ight. The gold 
was brought from the neighborhood of 
Dahlonega in saddlebags, and weighed’ 


in these scales, the customer receiving 
credit therefor.

LOGAN PAGE WAITES 
OF GOOD ROADS WORK 


Head of Country Life Depart- 
ment Sends Message to the 
Georgia Division.

Mrs. Little is in receipt of a com- 
munication from Logan Walter Page, 
chief of the good roads department 
of the United States department of 
agriculture, with regard to the work 
of the country life department of the 
Mothers’ Congress, of which he is 
chairman. 

In this he emphasizes the fact that 
good roads are a potent factor in the 
individua) welfare of the child of rural 
districts, and the child, therefore, 
should be taught the advantage of 
good roads. In order to do this it is 
necessary to arouse an interest among 
the state educators and rural school 
teachers, 

With that end in view, an expert, 
Miss Luna E, Bigelow, has been em- 
ployed by the United States govern- 
ment as a lecturer to ald in this work. 
She can be secured to lecture in the 
interest of improved road conditions 
to women’s organizations and clubs 
and will come entirely at government 
expense. 

Mr. Page’s Plan. 

Mr. Paige’s communication ig as fol- 
lows: 

“We are desirous of securing your 
co-operation and assistance in in- 
structing the children and teacherg in 
the work of this office in its efforts 
to secure improved roads in rural dis- 
tricts.

Wider Use of School Building.

This wider use of the school plant 
should be controlled exclusively by the 
school authorities in order to safe- 
guard the integrity, privacy and hy- 
gienic security of the schools.

When, some day hence in some 
other city, ‘Charles Raymond Wilt 
steps before the conventional audience 
composed of friends and relatives of 
the graduating class and receives his 
sheepskin, which will certify that he 
is a full-fledged doctor of medicine, 
licensed to go forth on his minister- 
ing mission among the sick of the 
land, there will be the usual applause. 

Wilt will. bow his acknowledge- 
ment to the audience and will retire 
to the ranks of his fellows to listen 
to the words of wisdom from the 
dean of his college.

The Wisconsin farmer, dairyman, and 
fruit-grower has not co-operated be- 
,cause of poverty and want, but rather 
,to increase his profits in a given in- 
dustry. He has learned to co-oper- 
ate, because he desires a square deal 
and believes that a reasonable percent- 
age of the final cost of a commodity 
should go to him as a producer. Often- 
times his whole attention is given to a 
Single crop like potatoes, tobacco, or 
fruit; or to a single business like dairy- 
iing. When this is true the farmer or 
| dairyman markets his product with 
' more thought and care. The smal] loss 
‘in marketing a few chickens or vege- 
|ables does not arouse his interest. The 
American farmer does business in a big” 
way, and co-operates because he wants 
to save dollars in big transactions, not 
,& penny on every transaction. The 
|saving that appeals to the European 
| peasant and laborer does not appeal to 
him. He has combined not because he 
could not pay the price as a consumer 
or because he could not live on the 
returns pald to him as a producer, but 
because he would not. He has also 
combined in a non-competitive field 
to increase his product or to improve 
his herds or to insure his own mutual 
benefit, protection and convenience. 
After a long and varied experience 
co-operative associations of the state 
have proven that there is a sound, 
economic basis for co-operation in WiIs- 
consin, and that successful co-opera- 
tion is possible.

Shall the chronically unruly scholar be 
expelled or the teacher be called upon to 
conquer him and at the same time instruct 
the normal 99 per cent of her pupils? 
That question is precipitated by a commu- 
nication, published elsewhere, from Super- 
intendent Wilber Colvin, of the Acworth 
public schools. Superintendent Colvin takes 
partial issue with an editorial in which a 
few days ago The Constitution indorsed the 
policy of Superintendent J. O. Martin, of 
the public schools of Newton county, in ex- 
pelling scholars proved to be incorrigible.

What more can reason want? The state 
hires for its schools not policemen or re- 
formatory experts, but teachers. As it is 
now these teachers are in almost number- 
less cases correcting the errors of flagrant 
parental neglect and indifference and giv- 
ing children a fair start in life. To a great 
extent, we believe they are in that respect 
doing more than should be expected of them. 
How can anyone demand that a teacher do 
anything with the boy who is permitted to 
run rough-shod over weak or indulgent par- 
ents? What they do accomplish against 
these handicaps is truly marvelous. 

The trouble about this policy of ever- 
lasting passivity, or being lenient to the 
bad boy who has shown himself invulner- 
able to leniency, is the injustice to the well 
behaved majority. The teacher is so worn- 
out and mentally distracted conquering the 
refractory child newly every day that he 
or she must neglect those who are not re-

The 
world will not get back safely and securely 
to business until a treaty as iron-clad as 
these slippery times will allow is drawn up 
and signed by the various belligerents. 


THE MENAGERIE MAN. 


Last week there died in Europe a man 
comparable to P. T. Barnum, if, indeed, he 
was not in many respects Barnum’s supe- 
rior. Carl Hagenback, who passed away 
at his home in Hamburg, was undoubtedly 
the greatest trapper and trainer of animals 
the world has ever seen. In a sense he 
was a pioneer in this strange and danger- 
ous industry, if it may be called that. His 
father, it is true, begun the business. But 
he never developed it to its real possibili- 
ties, and when Carl reached the age of 21 
years he assumed entire charge. 

Into the jungles of Africa and the fast- 
nesses of India he and his staff penetrated. 
They studied animal nature and learned 
more about it than many a specialist knows 
of human psychology. Hagenback came to 
know what the wrinkle of a panther’s lip 
conveyed, when to trust and not to trust 
an elephant, when a lion’s ferocity was pre- 
liminary to manslaughter or was simply a 
bluff. More quiekly than any of his com- 
peers, he gauged the intelligence of animals. 
and bent their wills to his will. | 

Undoubtedly, Hagenback contributed to 
the pleasure and education of millions of 
people the world over. Only a negligible 
percentage of us can ever hope to visit wild 
animals in their native habitat. He brought 
the animals to us. In his later 
grown affluent, he gave up the active pur- 
suit of his strange calling, but it descended 
into other hands which had been trained in 
his methods. Gradually his house and imi- 
tators that gradually sprung up made out of 
Hamburg almost the sole headquarters for 
wild beasts. Circus made annual pil- 
grimages to over the animal 
stocks and see what weird or unusual crea- 
ture they could appeal the 
world’s curiosity and bolster gate receipts. 

Hagenback is dead, but circuses will not 
want for menageries. Men who followed in 
the path he blazed are in every 
Savage portion of the globe, trapping, be- 
guiling and then training, that folk who 
never get out of earshot of the trolley may 
know something of the wild life of the 
jungle. Kings and rulers the world over 
thought enough of the achievements of the 
animal hunter and trainer him 
with decorations.

But the 
State can correct the child—if he is in school, 
and it is the privilege and duty of the state 
to put and to keep the child in school, and 
correct him and train him for goed citi- 
zenship. 
The State’s Duty. 

The state has taken charge of the mat- 
ter of general education. The parents pay 
the public to do this, and many of the par- 
ents expect and depend on the public schoo! 
to do it. The public school exists for the 
purpose of preparing children to become 
good citizens. Obedience to authority and 
to law is one of the first requisites of good 
citizenship, and the public school system 
cannot divest itself of this responsibility 
The state cannot afford to be developing 
anarchists. 

Cast the “unruly” ones out of school and 

them go and grow up, and in a few 
vears it will cost the state many times as 
much in treasure and in trouble to prose- 
cute them as criminals as it would to prop- 
erly train and educate them as pupils. 

It ts the duty of the state under the 
public school system to properly train and 
educate every youth to be a good and use- 
ful citizen. It has no right to withhold this 
from any child: and especially the youth 
that. has a tendency to be “unruly” should 
not be turned out, but should have extra or 
special care that he is given the heritage 
of good citizenship. And naither his own 
nor his parents will have any option in this 
matter unless the purpose is to train him 
to be a good citizen. 

What these “unruly” 
given to understand at once 
must cease to be “unruly”; and parents, 
teachers. school boards, courts, the state 
itself must stand as a bulwark of power to 
effect its accomplishment. 

A group of thoughtless, or even vicious 
children must not be permitted to disturb 
the whole system of public education and 
impair its efficiency. The system was de- 
vised to conquer and remedy just the condli- 
tions suggested by you to be dodged by it. 

If a pupil is really criminal so that his 
presence would contaminate others, prompt- 
put him into a reformatory and reform 
him. But an “unruly” pupil must be taught 
government, self-control, good citizenship— 
and the public school !s the provided place 
to ao it.

TO COMMEMORATE LANIER 


Oxford, Ga. April 
Wightman F. Melton, of 
inaugurated a movement to establish at 
Johns Hopkins university, in Baltimore, the 
“Sydney Lanier Lectureship of American 
Literature,” to commemorate the famous 
southern poet. He is already in receipt of 
many letters indorsing the project. Presi- 
dent Ira Remsen, of the university, estimates 
that $10,000 will well begin the lectures. 
Contributions to the fund should be sent 
Dr. Melton, care Emory College, Oxford, Ga. 

Following is the correspondence shedding 
light the movement: 

From President Remsen. 

“President Ira Remsen, Johns 
University, Baltimore, Md.—My Dear Presi- 
dent Remsen The revival of interest in 
Edgar Allen Poe reminds me to place before 
you, and through you, before the trustees 
of the Johns Hopkins university, a project 
upon which I have been thinking three 
vears. I should like to see established, in 
the Hopkins, the “Sydney Lanter Lectureship 
of American Literature,” to become eventu- 
ally a. professorship. 

“For such a cause 
a city, village, club or individual in 
south that will not he pleased to respond 
1 dignified—not a hegging—appeal! There 
southern newspaper that will not 
to the movement.

This would be an indignity to the memory 
of Sydney Lanier. The opportunity afforded, 
those who contribute will do so out of the 
pure desire to honor the heaven-sent flute- 
note of America.

The commission, in making its report, 
on the earnings, expenses and deficits | 
for 1910 and 1911 and 1912, classify the 
corporations as railroad companies, 
terminal companies, telegraph and 
press companies, compress companies, | 
street railroad, power, gas and elec- 
The- net earnings were, in 1912, $4,- 
companies. Terminal companies, as a 
rule, are railroad companies operating 
for joint account union passenger sta- 
tions or performing switching, trans- 
ferring and similar services for several 
roads at large junction points or in 
cities. Other than rentals of space to 
express and baggage companies, news 
stands, restaurants, etc., their income 
is only such as the roads, which are 
incorporators or participants in the use 
of the terminals, pay for such use3. 
In most cases the expense of operating 
upkeep, etc., are in excess of their Iir- 
come. No individual, freight or pas- 
senger depot, taken individually and 
apart from its useg as a part of a 
system, would ever appear as having 
net earnings. This explains why ter- 
miral companies show apparently large 
deficits.

stand at the head of all corporations 
as to gross and net earnings. Tre 
street railroad, power, gas and electric 
light companies come second in point 
of earnings. Telephone companies 
come third telegraph and express com- 
panies come fourth and compress com- 
panies fifth.

Almost from time 
immemortal he has been made the goat 
of inadequate collection laws, with 
the result that he is today the most 
insequre of all our commercial indus-

relief in order that he may 
put on the plane of equal rights with 
other interests and be protected 
against the encroachment of those con- 
ditions that would destrov him as a 
factor in our commercial and econom- 
jceal life.

Sewing Talk 


MAKING A DRESSING JACKET 


— 


ECENTLY an Illustrator asked 
ny advice about a drawing. to 
be made of a woman in a nex'i- 

gee, and my first thought was natura''y 
of a kimono, but his “nestion, 
“Mighn't it be anything else?” breought 
me to the conclusion that it really mixht 
be “most anything,” in which one is 
not apt to appear in public. Anythiny, 
from a simple nightdress to the most 
elaborate tea gown, so when I am try- 
ing to cover the subject of negligees, 
it might be well to mention the various 
departures under that head. Dressing 
jackets are naturally included also, <o 
they too, will need attention, for they 
are a very great necessity. 

Undoubtedly each individhal has her 
own method or pattern for making these 
simpler garments, although I think that 
everyone is usually open for new idcas 
and new plans for different and more 
practical ones. There is. a way of mak- 
ing @ combing jacket from a towel, but 
I have found when using one that as 
a rule towels are not quite wide enough 
to protect the shoulders fully, unless 
one purchases a very wide one and they 
are usually rather expensive and that 
is hardly in keeping with an ordinary 
combing jacket, I have found that just 
a square of ordinary material is by far 
the best. Something strong, of course, 
or rather a material that has a close 
weave, because the dust is apt to sift 
through a stuff that is loosely Woven. 

I think you will find a square yard 
quite large enough. If your material 
isn't quite large enough to ‘make a 
square yard, it is not difficult to piece 
it. Most beginners in sewing do not 
seem to realize the necessity of piecine 
correctly. It isn’t just sufficient to join 
two lengths of the material together. 
letting the seams come anywhere that 
they might happen, even though it be in 
the center front of the garment. Meas- 
ure off the material to find how much 
material that it lacks to make the 
square yard, then instead of just join- 
ing it to ome side of the sqware cut 
the extra material in half and j Join one 
piece on either side of the square: then 
when the garment has been finished the 
two seams will come at even intervals 
aud “look like they are meant to be. 
The same thing should be dale when 
you are making the body of an apron; 
when using gingham I think that you 
will find that just one width ef the ma- 
terjal will not be wide enough to cover 
the entire skirt, or at least do the work 
that it is intended to do, forjthe hips 
are I think the most part of @ kitchen 
dress that needs protection, especially 
when one is doing any cooking. Two 
widths, are, I think, the right width, 
so when you have slit one lenzth 
down the center, sew it on cither sido 
of the uncut strip, then the seams will

O come back to the jacket, after you 
have found the perfect sjuuare, find 
the very center of it (folding it in hail 
first one way and then the other) and 
cut out a circle, about six inches in 
diameter, then from that cut a straight 
line to one of the corners of the square 
for the center front opening.

Duties in Underwood Bill 
Compared With Those -in 
Present Law—Reduced Du- 
ties Mean Heavier Imports. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, -. April 19.—(Special.)— 
At their recent meeting in Washington 
the American Cotton Manufacturers’ 
association passed resolutions protest- 
ing against the cuts in the cotton 
schedule made in the Underwood tariff 
bill. 

Despite all the agitation over tariff 
revision during the past few years, and 
the result of the last election, which 
the democrats haveinterpreted as in- 
structions to reduce tariff duties, the 
various industries affected act as if 
they had been taken unawares. 

The Platform Demand. 


The big textile plants, the boot and 
shoe, leather, aluminum, jewelry and 
chemical concerns will find that their 
business must be reorganized to a cer- 
tain extent. 

* Whether or not the change will be 
an agreeable one, remains to be seen. 
If the cuts are too radical, they will 
be amended. If the whole democratic 
theory of a competitive tariff is wrong, 
the country will turn-the party out of 
power. 

But “you cannot make an omelette 
without breaking eggs,” says The New 
York Herald, of the Underwood bill, 
and the manufacturers are beginning 
to face the inevitable with the best 
face they can.

In accordance with that pledge, 
Chairman Underwood, of the house 
Ways and means committee, has 
brought in a bill which the committee 
believes meets the demand of the peo- 
ple for a tariff revision that will lower 
the cost of living. Whether it will or 
not, remains to be seen. The influ- 
ence of the tariff upon the price of 
commodities will at least be tested 
from a new angle. 

Under the republican protection idea 
we have seen big industries grow up— 
too big, it is sometimes claimed—and 
have been told that protection meant 
higher wages for workingmen. The 
object of a protective tariff was to 
cover the difference in cost of produc- 
tion at home and abroad.

The value of cotton zgeods imported 
from 1896 to 1912, has ranged from 
$20,684,678, in 1900, to $28,310,000, in 
1910. The revenue duties collected on 
these imports ranged from $9,311,349, 
in 1896, to $13,619,191, in 1910. Tue 
rate of duties collected was from 43 to 
51 per cent. 

More Thread Will Come In. 

It is estimated that a large increase 
in the imports of cotton thread will re- 
sult from the reduced duties in the 
democratic bill. Only wa very = small 
amount came in under the duties im- 
posed in the old Wilson tariff act, the 
imports in 1396 being valued at $850,- 
081. This importation was increased 
$2,170,736 in 1905 under the Dingley 
tariff, and to $4,289,058 in 1910, under 
the Payne law. 

The treasury department's estimates 
are that $4,836,000 worth of cotton 
thread will come in annually under the 
new law, and $10,645,000 worth of cot- 
ton cloth.

battled today with little to choose be- 
tween them.

Incidentally it served to bring the 
Harlem fighter to the front ranks as 
a lightweight championship con- 
tender after thirteen years of dogged 
effort and he was loudly cheered 
when Referee Jim Griffin awarded 
him the decision after twenty rounds 
of desperate fighting. 

Wolgast Missed. 

In the seventeenth round Wolgast 
sent a terrific right swing to his op- 
ponent’s jaw. It fell short and the 
ex-champion spun around like a top 
and all but fell to the floor. Murphy 
then smashed the spinning Wolgast’s 
face until the blood sprang in every 
direction. Wolgast wilted like a leaf 
and stalled and clinched to the end of 
the fight to avoid a knockout. 

In the eighteenth round Wolgast re- 
ceived the worst beating of his career 
He opened with a rush, but a straight 
right caught him on the chin and 
stopped him agshort. Murphy fairly 
smothered his opponent in this round 
with cutting half arm jolts to the 
face and it required the services of 
Wolgast’s entire retinue of seconds 
to patch his face between the rounds. 

The nineteenth and twentieth 
rounds found Murphy beating a cease- 
less tattoo on his almost helpless an- 
tagonist’'s body and face, but the 
power to deliver a finish punch was 
lacking and the New Yorker was com- 
pelled to be content with a well-earn- 
ed decision in his favor. 

Ad Ghastly Sight. 

Wolgast was a ghastly sight as his 
seconds carried him from the ring. 

Prior to the seventeenth round the 
battle was almost a repetition of the 
previous meetings between the two 
fighters which ended in ae draw, Wol- 
gast landing frequently on the body 
and Murphy devoting himself to his 
rival's face and head, 

Wolgast’s punches, most of which 
were delivered at close range, lacked 
force, however, and had little effect. 
Murphy declared he was ready to meet 
Willie Ritchie for the title at a mo- 
ment's notice. 

“Murphy is the toughest ever,” 
Wolgast’s only comment.

A runner has two ways of sliding | 
into second and third, when the can do!

At first 
he slides on the outside of the bag and 
at the home plate, he hits the inside. 

In making the fallaway slide, a 
player should throw his body clear. of 
the ground and if he wishes to slide | 
on the inside of the bag, double his | 
left leg under the crotch of his right 
knee, using his entire left lez as a 
cushion to slide on. That leaves his 
right leg free to hook the ba~ with 
his toe, using the toe as a pivot to! 
swing his body around. 

Let Limbs Be Limber. 

When the _ slider first hits the 
ground, he should let his leg be per-| 
fectiy limber, and in that way his | 
spikes have no chance to anchor in_ 
the xround and he does not stand a. 
chance of wrenching his limbs. | 

Just as the slider hits the bag, he | 
should stiffen his legs, putting the | 
pressure on his left knee against the. 
xround and also using his toe against | 
the bag to stop. By constant prac- 
tice, a man can judge his slide and 
stop just where he wishes. 

if the player wishes to slide on the 
opposite side of the baz, he simply 
reverses positions, throwing his right 
leg in the crotch of his left knee. 

The man making the fallaway can 
use the leg he doubles under himseif 
to spring up by and get away quickly 
in case of a wild throw or a pased 
ball. 

When slidng for the plate a player 
should go with as much speed as pos- 
sible and slide close to the plate. He 
doesn't have to hold the plate and his 
right foot, as he slides on the inside,

“TU cut your legs out from under you 
today if I get on and get a chance to 
Slide into your base.” He's liable to 
SO even furtherand say: “I’ve got my 
spikes sharpened and you'd better give 
me plenty of room when I come into 
your base today.” 

After “Goat” of Opponents. 

If you fans heard that, you probably 
would think that the player was going 
to try to commit murder, or at least 
injure his opponent so he would be qut 
of the game pertmanently. Yet, the 
only object is to get the opponent’s 
“goat,” and either make him nervous 
or force him to give you plenty of 
room when you make your slide. 

Then there is another side to the 
sliding which the fans seldom know 
about. It is the chance the slider 
cakes... Some basemen are clever at 
riding a slider into the base. That is, 
they will get the ball and if they see 
the play is not going to be so very 
close, will fall upon him with all their 
weight. They have knack of sinking 
the baseball into his ribs or stomach 
so that it hurts. 

All those things are tricks of the 
trade. Both slider and baseman are 
trying to put fear in the heart of the 
opponent. If you, as the slider, get a 
baseman afraid of you, though you 
would not hurt him for the world, 
he’ll give you plenty of room. On the 
other hand, if the baseman roughs the 
slider a couple of times he'll not take 
any unnecessary chances on getting 
the base. 

Head-first sliding is very dangerous 
and is used very little in the major 
leagues. 

I was, by the way, a head-first slider 
when I| first became a major league 
player.

Of course, constant practice develops 
and perfects the slider. Sut some men 
just can’t learn to do it right. We have 
such a man on the Detroit club. Bush, 
the shortstop, is a wonderful base run- 
ner and can make a beautiful fallaway 
hook slide on one side of the base. He 
has practiced year after year, though, 
and has never been able to perfect a 
slide on the other side of the sack.

Practice {ts what will count. Natu- 
rally, you'll be as awkward as a baby 
making its first attempt to walk when 
you first try to make the fallaway 
slide into a base. But after a lot vo? 
trials you will find it comes easier 
Finally, in a game you will get away 
with it in a close play. Then confi- 
dence will come to you and it will be 
just as easy as the old head-first slide. 

Remember, too, that when you have 
perfected the slide you must not te 
content to lay dead the minute you are 
safe at a base. Practice getting up by 
springing from the leg which is und-r 
you. When in a game keep your eyes 
glued to the baseman who is handlin«e 
the ball and if it gets away from him 
be on your feet and ready to go to the 
next base. 

The base runner is a valuable man to 
his club, as I have said in a previous 
article. He is more valuable when he 
learns to slide properly. Basemen do 
not fea ra runner, if he is as fast as 
not fear a runner, if, he is as fast as 
ing into the bag straight feet first. It’s 
the fellow who can hook the corners 
who has them worried. And once you 
satisfy them that you are an eel you 
will be safe at a lot of bases when 
the ball is there ahead of you.

Sketch of General Stuart's Life. 

On February 6, 1833, in Patrick 
county, Virginia, was born a boy des- 
tined to become one of the most fa- 
mous cavalry leaders of modern times, 
This child, christened James Ewell 
Brown Stuart, came of distinguished 
parentage on both paternal and ma- 
ternal] sides. His inherited courage 
and fineness of character, was aug 
mented by the training and educa tion 
given him. After a course at Henry 
and Emory college he entered the 
National Military academy at West 
Point, from which institution he was 
graduated with distinction in 1854. Na- 
ture and training combined to fit him 
for the sphere of action into which, by 
the natural order of events he now 
entered. Upon graduation he was 4as- 
signed to duty in the famous First 
cavalry, and did valiant service on the 
frontier. Being at home on parole at 
the time of the famous John Brow'n 
raid, he went with Colone] Robert E. 
Lee to Harper's Ferry to capture the 
misguided fanatic who had instigated 
that raid. 

The married a daughter of General 
Philip St. George Cocke, an officer in 
the union army. At the beginning of 
the “war between the states” bril- 
liant offers were made to retain him 
in the service of the union, but like 
other loyal sons of Virginia, he cast 
in his lot with his moffer state, in her 
effort to maintain her constitutional 
freedom. He was assigned to cav alry 
service and through his subsequent 
career did valuable scout duty. 

First Conspicuous Service, 

first conspicuous service that 

Stuart rendered the confed- 
eracy was at the battle of Bull Run. 
When Joseph E. Johnston eluded the 
watchfulness of Patterson, who, with 
his 20,000 men, had been left to shut 
him up in Winchester, and rushed to 
the support of Beauregard on that 
first battlefield of the war, Stuarts 
gallant’ band concealed their move- 
ments from the enemy. The sudden 
injection of Johnston's troops into the 
battle, together with the dashing 
charge made by arts troopers, were 
largely instrumental In winning that 
remarkable victory for the south. His 
service during the peninsular cam- 
paign was conspicuous, but perhaps 
the most famous bit of service per- 
formed by his dauntless band was 
their ride entirely around McClellan's 
troops just prior to the seven days 
battle before Richmond. On June 12, 
1462. the smal] body men chosen 
to accompany him on the raid, set out 
gaily, not knowing their destination, 
but sure thev were bent on sOme eCX- 
pedition of daring, and leaving envy 
ir the hearts of their comrades left 
behind. They pushed forward with all 
possible secrecy and dispat« “hh, going 
without food for an entire day, and 
riding as much as 48 hours on a 
stretch without dismounting for sleep, 
rather than risk discovery through 
noise of bivouac or smoke of camp 
fires. Durine the raid there were 
frequent skirmishes with the pickets 
and other small squads of the enemy. 
At one time they met and routed a 
emall cavalry force under General 
Cocke, the father-in-law of Stuart, to 
whom Stuart sent most polite mes- 
sages. Thev made the entire circuit in 
safety, finally returning to Richmond 
along the James river road, under the 
very shadow of the enemy's gunN- 
boats, bringing to Lee valuable irfor- 
mation of the positions of the enemy 
Stuart's report gives as result of the 
raid, 165 prisoners, 260 horses and 
mules with harness and some small

At Brandy Station he won a great 
victory against great odds. 

When Sheridan started on his raid 
to take Richmond the dauntless Stuart 
threw himself and his little band in 
the path of the invaders, so greatly 
superior to theirs in numbers, and 
at Yellaw Tavern, near Ashland, a few 
miles above Richmond, made a gal- 
lant fight, which saved the capital, 
but in which he received his death 
wound. He was taken into Rich- 
mond and every effort made to gave 
his life, but tn vain. Toward the last 
he said to President Davis, who was 
standing by his bedside: “I am ready 
to go, if God and my country think 
Il have fulfilled my destiny and done 
my duty.’ He repeatedly asked for 
his wife and children, who had been 
unable to reach his side, and ag the 
end approached he joined his rector in 
prayer and in the hymn, “Rack of 
Ages,” which was sung his request.

CONFEDERATE MEMORIAL INSTITUTE ~ 
LASTING RECORD TO OLD SOUTH —

“Battle Abbey,” which is being 


Richmond, Va., April 19.—The Con- 
federate Memorial Institute, now be- 
ing erected at Richmond, Va., will, 
when completed, be one of the most 
beautiful buildings of its kind in the 
world. It will not only be in effect 
the “Battle Abbey” of the south, but 
it will stand as a lasting record of 
all that is best in that southern civili- 
zation that disappeared in the great 
maw of war. It represents years of 
effort on the part of the Southern Con- 
federate Memorial association and the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy. 
No expense has been spared to beau- 

the grounds and buildings. Large 
subscriptions have helped to 
swell the gigantic fund necessary to 
the undertaking. The mural paltint- 
ings in one room alone will cost $39,- 
000, and it will take the artist secur- 
ing the contract, two years to com- 
plete the work, 

The building will occupy a command- 
ing site in the residential section of 
Richmond, which was the capital of 
the confederacy, and will be maintained 
for all time by the association under 
auspices it was constructed, 
acting in its capacity as trustee for 
the people of all the southern states. 

The site is located on the west side 
of the boulevard, between Stuart av- 
enue and Kensington street. The as- 
sociation owns the lot between these 
two streets, which extends westward as 
far as Sheppard street. The dimen- 
sions of the property measure 379 feet 
On the boulevard and Sheppard street 
and 730 feet on Stewart avenue and 
Kensington street. 

Structure Stands on Eminence. 

The site is located on an eminence, 
and the grounds are so laid out as to 
display to the best advantage the dig- 
nified and imposing structure. 

The structure stands 150 feet back 
the Boulevard upon a .terrace 
designed at once to give a dignified 
setting and suitable approach to the 
building. A broad flight of stone 
leads from the lower level to 
terrace, flanked on either side by 
balustrade; the terrace, itself

extending 35 feet from the building 
and 8 feet above the lower level, is 
continued around the ends of the build- 
ing, Siving access to the grounds in the 
rear. These will be commodious and 
beautiful. 

The building, which is faced through- 
out with Indiana limestone, consists of 
a central pavilion with a wing on 
either side, having da total length of 
150 feet and a height from the terrace 
to the top of the parapet of 44 feet. 
The main entrance is behind a portico 
of four columns of limestone of the 
Roman Ionic order 25 feet in height. 
The two wings on either side are dl- 
vided into panels by means of pilasters 
of slight projection; and below the 
cornice which crowns the whole large 
stones are provided which is hoped at 
no distant day will be transformed by 


to serve as suitable memorials of some 

of the great events which the whole 

building is designed to commemorate. 
Georgia Marble Used. 

Passing through the main entrance, 
which is guarded by bronze doors 6 
feet wide and 17 feet high, the vis- 
itor enters a hall 30 feet long and 20 
feet wide. The floor of this hall is 
of Georgia marble 

The walls are diviaed into panels by 
pilasters of a warm cream-colored mr, 
ble supporting a cornice of the Roman 
doric order. The ceiling of the hal! 
is in the form of a curved vault with 
an ornamental skylight of leaded glass, 
occupying the greater portion of its 
extent. 

In the spaces above the cornice at 
either end of the hall will be placed 
a reproduction of the battle flag of 
the confederacy, done in color, and in 
the upper portion of the space below 
the cornice and between the pilasters 
will be panels of ornamental design, 
each containing a reproduction of a 
seal of one of the eleven original con- 
federate states. 


Magnificent Memorial Hall. 
Turning to the left from the entrance 


hall one enters Memorial hall, the 


most 
in the 


interesting and important reem 
building. Its dimensions are: 
Length, 46 feet; width, 34 feet, and 
height, from floor to cetitng, 29 feet. 
The architectural features of this ruem 
are designed to act as a frame for the 
paintings which are to occupy al) the 
wall spaces. The finish, which wil] be 
of quartered white oak, consists of 
fluted pilasters, with carved Corinth- 
lan capitals supporting a richly orna- 
mented cornice. A wainscot 3 feet 
high is carried around the room, and 
forms a base for the pilasters. But 
the important feature of the room, 
and that which will serve to make it 
the most beautiful anywhere, will be 
the paintings. These will be devoted 
to the military history of the confed- 
eracy, and wi. be done by the eminent 
French artist, Mr. Charles Hoffbrauer. 

This room, like the entrance hall, 
will be lighted from above by means 
of a skylight of leaded glass of classg- 
ic design. 

The north end of the building will 
be devoted to the library. This room 
will be divided into alcoves by books 
cases projecting from the side walls, 
the ends being decorated with smell 
pilasters and panels. Like the Me- 
morial hall, the library will obtain its 
light from above. It is proposed to 
hang upon its walls a painting of 
Jefferson Davis and his cabinet, to- 
gether with portraits of the war guov- 
ernors of the south and other portraits 
commemorating the civil history of 
the confederacy. 

It will thus be seen that the interior 
of the buflding divides itself into three 
main divisions—the entrance hall, with 
its dependencies, the Memorial hall 
and the library. 

The grounds behind the building are 
to be laid out so as to form a lawn 
of green sward stretching almost to 
Sheppard street, flanked on three sides 
by magnolia trees and flowering 
shrubs, with English tvy and periwin- 
kle forming a carpet. The lawn (apte 
ly termed the “Court of Honor”) will 
be bordered at intervals with statues 
of eminent statesmen and warriors, ”

Intense amusement followed the 
reading of Henry W. Grady’s witty 
account of “The Camp Family Re- 
union.” So, as I hold another chapter 
of that camp record—a chapter that 
antedates Grady’s—I am sending it 
publication in your valuable col- 
herself’ and get into the D. A. R. fam- 
ily: 

The Camp Family in America. 

About the year 1717 six young men, 
Camp, with two younger 
and three cousins, Samuel, 
and John DeCobbs, from 
Wales, left their home in Essex county, 
Emzland, and landed at Charleston, 
S. C., going thence on foot through 
the Carolinas to Virginia. Thomas 
Camp and Edmund and John DeCobbs 
settled in Halifax county, Virginia, 
while the younger brothers, Camp and 
Samuel DeCobbs, went into and set- 
tled in one of the northern states. 

Thomas Camp married a Miss Mar- 
of Virginia, and had three sons, 
Thomas, Marshall and John. 

Thomas, Jr., was born February §8, 
1717. He married Susie Wagner, and 
they had eleven sons and one daugh- 
ter. Thomas’ second wife was Mar- 
garet Carney, of Ireland Ford, N. C.,, 
and they had ten sons and two daugh- 
ters. Record of North Carolina show 
as far back as 1771 that the Camp 
were living in that state at 
Ireland Ford, on the Broad river, 
Thomas died in 1498, and was too old 
for service in the revolutionary war, 
though he was in the battle of Kings 
Mountain. He rendered signal service, 
aid and comfort to the colonies in that 
struggle. His sons, Thomas, third, and 
several others were soldiers in Vir- 
the Carolinas and yeorgia. 
third, being a private in Cap- 
Welch's company, in Colonel 
William Brent's regiment, Virginia 
line. Thomas, third, was wounded at 
the battle of Kings Mountain. United 
records show that Thomas, 
married 1789 a Martha Wes- 
try or Wester Thomas, third, was 
one of those remarkable “twenty-four 
children,” and he and his brothers have 
given a host of citizens to Georgia.

IJ. There Is No Intellectual Certain- 
ty of God Except Through Trusting 
Him. — Our fathers learned of God by 
exercising instinctive trust in Him:

“eternal Father strong to save,” 
through the trust of their hearts rath- 
er than by any intellectual process. 
The most vital things in life we have 
to take on trust, or learn by actual ex- 
perience. Those whose belief in God 1s 
the most profound and satisfying are 
they who yield themselves up implicit- 
ly to trusting Him, and they have 
learned by experience that what they 
trust for is always realized. Wise men 
have endeavored to demonstrate the 
existence of God by a process of rea- 
soning, the logic of which tenas to con- 
vince us of the existence of a Supreme 
Being. The Bible states, ‘‘The heavens 
declare the glory of God and the firma- 
ment showeth His handiwork,” and 
modern reasoners say that inasmuch 28s 
nature shows design, plan and purpose, 
that there must have been a designer 
and a planner. They reason from cause 
to effect, and from effect to cause, and 
endeavor to prove God's existence. I! 
have no disposition, but, on the cor- 
trary, to speak against the usefulness 
of this process of reasoning, yet I am 
eonstrained to say that even these rea- 
soners themselves who rest with cer- 
tainty in the belief of the Heavenly 
Father do so not as the result of thetr 
logic, but by trusting in Him.

Dr. George A. Beattie is planning 
a party of 100 to visit the isthmus 
and see the wonderful canal construc- 
tion work going on there, leaving At- 
lanta on May 23, immediately after the 
close of the assembly.

The trip will last three weeks, end- 
ing in Atlanta on June 11. and from 
beginnin® to end it promises to be one 
of the most remarKable excursions ever 
made by a party of Americans to the 
canal zone. 

Both on the boat and tn Panama, 
the tour will be on the nature of a re- 
ligious expedition. Daily services will 
be held on the boat, and at every op- 
portunity where the party comés in 
contact with other people. 

Dr. W. E. Biederwolf, the evangel- 
ist who was with Dr. Chapman in At- 
lanta, will be with the party and con- 
duct the devotional services, while a 
number of other ministers will aiso 
take part in the unusual sessions. Tt 
is the plan of the party to stir all 
Panama with the revival meetings they 
will hold.

taken to Bocas del Toro, on the east- 
ern coast of the Panama republic. it 
is planned to publish a souvenir book 
of the excursion, giving a daily rec- 
ord of events, with photographs and 
scenes of the places of interest visit- 
ed, and telling of the religious fervor 
that the party carried to Panama, and 
these books will be distributed all over 
the country.

BLEASE DISREGARDS 
HABEAS CORPUS WRIT 


Governor Turns Carter and 
Tarbaux Over to New York 
Order of Court. 


Columbia, S, C., April 19.—Governor 
Blease this afternoon honored requi- 
sition papers from Governor Sulzer, of 
New York, for A. A. Carter and Frank 
Tarbaux, who are wanted in New York 
for wire-tapping. The men were im- 


mediately turned over to Lieutenants 
Gegan and McKenna, both of the New 
York police department. 

Yesterday, in Charleston, Judge De- 
vore granted a writ of habeas corpus 
for Carter and Tarbaux. One of the 
attorneys of the two men handed the 
order to Governor Bl®ase and he im- 
mediately gave out a very heated opin- 
ion, granting the requisition, saving 
the coutrs could not dictate to him. 

The men were recently captured 
Charleston after a chase all over the 
country. 

The governor issued a scathing re- 
buke on trickery and intrigue in con- 
nection with such cases, and declared 
that he did not propose to allow his 
office to be dictated to through the 
medium of any such methods. He 
stated that court orders for the custo- 
dy of prisoners in such cases did not 
go with him, and informed detectives 
from District Attorney Whitman's of- 
fice in New York they could hurry 
their prisoners right out of the state 
on the next train if they wanted. State 
Solicitor Cobb declared that he consid- 
ered the writ issued at that time as of 
no value.
